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The site of heavy fighting in World War II, it is said 
that the pounding Okinawa took changed the face 
of the entire island. However, today Okinawa is 
completely rehabilitated and as the “Hawaii of the 
Orient'’, its warm climate and tropical scenery 
beckons the tourist to its shores. 

Occupied since the end of the war by the United 
States, there are excellent roads and recreational 
facilities for the foreign visitor to enjoy. 


ENTRY & EXIT REQUIREMENTS 


Entry Permits in lieu of visas are required for entry 
into the island. Entry Permits may be obtained from 
the nearest U. S. Consulate or Embassy. However, 
holders of U. S. Passports, U. S. Armed Forces 
civilians and their dependents with official travel 
orders, and U. S. civilian government employees are 
exempted from this requirement. Non-U. S. citizens 
transiting Okinawa for a period less than 72 hours 
may obtain an Intransit Permit from the nearest 
U.S. Consulate by submitting an application form 
and a certificate from the carrier certifying confir- 
mation of reservations on the departing flight. 


Health Certificates - A valid small pox vaccination 
certificate is required. 


FROM THE AIRPORT TO THE CITY 


Your JAL Jetliner lands at Naha International Airport. 
The 15 minute taxi ride to the city costs about 
$0.60. 


CURRENCY 
The U.S. Dollar is the official currency in Okinawa. 


CITY TRANSPORTATION 


Taxis - Metered taxis cruise the streets and the fare 
for large cabs are 25¢ for the first mile and 4¢ for 
each additional !4 mile. For smaller cabs, the fare 
is 17¢ for the first mile and 4¢ for each additional 
1g mile. 


HOTELS 


As accommodations are rather scarce, it is recom- 
mended that advance reservations be made during 
the winter peak season. Usually a 5- 10% service 
charge is added on the bill in addition to the 5% 
tax.

Naha City The former site of the prefectural 
government, this city was flattened by the war. 
Today, it is completely reconstructed and especial- 
ly Kokusai Dohri, called the ‘‘Miracle Mile,’ is 
lined with department stores and shops. It is the 
center of the island's political, cultural and com- 
mercial activities. Its population is about a quarter 
million. 

Shuri Castle Ruins 
The former capital of 
the reigning dynasty 
from the 15th to the 
19th century, the 
castle was preserved 
in its original form 
until it was bombed 
during the last war. 
It is now the site of 
the Ryukyu Univer - 
sity and Library. 





Shurei Gate Built to decorate the entrance to 
Shuri over 430 years ago, this beautiful gate, as 
a typical Okinawan architectural structure, was 
designated as a National Treasure and is now a 
familiar landmark. The present gate was rebuilt 
in 1958 after the war. 


Moon Beach One of the best beaches on the island, 
the beach derives it name from its sand which 
glitters like silver in the moonlight. 








Manzamo A beautiful coral reet with a velvet lawn 
growing on it, Manzamo presents a _ beautiful 
spectacle with the cobalt sea blending with the 
coral. 

Nago-machi Embracing the quiet waters of Nago 
Bay, this town is famous for its beach and for the 
schools of porpoise which every year wander into 
the bay to be caught by the town people. 

Izumi Pineapple Fields Formerly noted for its 
indigo, it is now a producer of pineapple. Its 
canneries are one of Okinawa’s newest industries 
and its canned products are exported to many 
parts of the world. 

Ieshima Known as the island where the famous 
correspondent, Ernie Pyle, was killed, this island 
with its beautiful scenery is well worth a visit. 


A visit- to an Okinawan restaurant to savour the 
local food and watch native dances is a must for 
the tourist. Okinawan food is a mixture of Chinese 
and Japanese cooking, with pork as its main in- 
gredient.
